SHAM FIGHT AGAINST TRUSTS. 


(Chicago Chronicle.) 


The anti-trust bill introduced hy Mr 


Littlefleld at the beginning of the last 
session of congress, and allowed to 
sleep without action, provides amon 
other things that any railroad company 
which shall knowingly transport goods 
manufactured by trusts as defined by 
the bill shall be subject to a penaltj 
of not les sthan ?oOO nor more than 
$5,000 fine, and that any 
officer or 


agent of such company knowingly re 
ceiving such goods for transportation 
shall be subject to imprisonment from 
one to six months. 


It is doubtful to say the least 


whether such a provision would be ef 
fective. 
It seeks to make the officers 


and'agents of railroads judges of th 
question whether a corporation offer 
ing 'goods for shipment is a combina 
tion in restraint of trade. It is mor 
than doubtful 
whether they can b 


made judges of such a question, 
they cannot it would be no easy mat 
ter to show that they knowingly n 
ceived for shipment merchandise from 
such a combination. 


Besides, it would not seem to b 


very difficult to manage the busines 
through some individual who coul 
buy the goods from the trust and ship 
them to purchasers 
outside 
of th 


state where they are produced. Rar 
road agents could hardly be expectei 
to try and determine the 
question 


whether the 
individual making th 


shipments was in reality a mere agen 
of the unlawful corporation. 


If the United States government it- 


self cannot go inside of any state to 
try the question whether a corporat- 
ion doing business within its limits is 
a combination in restraint of trade it 
can hardly require the officers and 
agents of a railroad company to dis- 
charge that judicial function.

Littlefield will add a section not con- 
tained in his bill of last session, re- 
quiring all corporations doing an in- 
terstate business to make quarteriy 
or monthly, returns of their business

French Artist Exhibits His Inveu- 


tion at His Paris Studio. 


The Paris correspondent of the Lon- 


vlon Times says that J. F. Raffaelli. 
the well known painter, recently de- 
soribed and exhibited at his studio in 
Paris the curious discovery which he 
hss made in connection with oil paint- 
ing. 


M. Raffaelli declared that he had al- 


ways been struck by the inconven- 
iences and complications in the prac- 
tice of oil painting, which were greater 
out of doors than in a studio. The 
cleaning of brushes and the mixing of 
colors broke the continuity of the paint- 
er's thought. On the other baud, in 
pastels the color lost its tone, even 
though the picture were placed under 
glass. 


The artist then showed the contriv- 


ance which he has invented, by which 
oil paints are used in small solid sticks.

One of his intimate frit-mis 
today is M. L. Sykes, until recently 
vice president of the Chicago and 
Northwestern. lie frequently went to 
Chicago with Mr. Sj kes to attend meet- 
ings of boards of directors, and Mr. 
Sykes often teased Mr. Burke fur little 
peculiarities displayed on these trips. 


'When other directors on leaving the 


train would give their satchels to por- 
ters to carry, Mr. Burke always clung 
to his carpetbag and took it to the ho- 
tel, thus saving the tip. There was al- 
ways an expensive luncheon served 
after each one of these directors' meet- 
ings. It was Mr. Burke's habit to take 
half a dozen hiinps of cut sugar from 
the table on each occasion, put them 
in his pocket aud bring them back to 
New York, Then he would go to his 
farm in Mount Vernon and pull down 
the bars to the field in which his horses 
ran wild.

In light silks I found some handsome 


polka dot china silk shirt waist suits, 
with the skirts made in really quite 
elaborate style, for about $9. Some 
fine foulard satin ones, with fancy 
chiffon vests and garnished with lace 
galloons, are offered at about $23. I 
say about because they vary some- 
what in price, some being above and 
some'below what I have stated. 


If one is free to sew, it is cheaper to 


make one's own costumes, but of that 
each lady can. best judge. At,any rate, 
it is cheaper to buy a ready made dress 
than to hire a dressmaker. Patterns 
are so good now and the fashions so 
simple that it seems as if any woman 
that can sew at all could make her" 
thin gowns and thus be able to have a 
fresh one for every occasion.

1, said that the society has built schools 
of learning, asjlums and manual ai:d 
training schools throughout the ^\ orld. 
lie directed particular attention to the 
Home For the Aged and Infirm in 
Yonkers. He said that the society pro 
poses to extend the sphere of its u^e- 
fnlness in New York city, particulaily 
among the poor of the east sisie. 


Leo X. Levi, president of the c.xecu- 


tne committee of the order, was the 
principal str^jker. He said in part: 


'•There is an irrepressible interest all 


over the world in the Jewish question. 
There are few among our co religion- 
ists who understand that we are pass- 
ing through events that are surpassing 
in their importance the exodus from 
Egypt and the expulsion of the Jews 
from 
Spain. 
Certainly • those 
who 


watch and think must disco\er a s'lni- 
larity in the great movement of the 
Jews from the eastern to the western 
hemisphere. The Jews in their exodus 
from Egypt and Spain did not accom- 
plish their hopeful journeys and plan 
for them in a night. There had hrst to 
be organization and mutual help. 


"During the last twenty-five years. 


you have participated in another gieat 
migration of the Jews. Hundreds of 
thousands were driven from Russia, 
Roumania and other countries to seek 
homes in another clime, where they 
found liberty of life, property and con- 
science. 
The groat majority sought 


refuge and found it under this flag.'' 


The speaker pointed to the stars 


and stripes above him, and he was 
greeted with applause that -was con- 
tinued for several minutes. 


"I doubt not," he continued, "that 


the immigrants of today in their far- 
away homes thought of the Jews here 
as apostates and persons not observ- 
ing the same rites of the religion of 
the fathers. The Jews of western Eu- 
rope and those here, more American 
than Jew, looked on those from the 
east as bigots. It has required contact 
for them to recognize their differences 
ami their similarities and the main 
fact that they are different from all 
other men, as they are Jews. 'They 
have a common ancestry and laws; 
they recognize that hostility surrouudi 
them, a hostility directed against them 
not because they are foreigners, but 
because they are Jews; they have thi. 
same identical past, present and fu- 
ture. 


"It is time, if we are learning any- 


thing from the centuries and if we are 
to fulfill the measure of our possibili- 
ties, that we prepare, that we no lon- 
ger rdy on outside influence, the in- 
terference of our Creator, but learn 
that we have within ourselves the ele- 
ment of safety, progress and success. 


"Perhaps it is true, as in Biblical 


times, that we have been a stiff necked 
people, each too prone to set up a law 
for himself and not to recognize the 
laws of the majority of the commu- 
nity. Let those who feel themselves 
superior amid the poverty of this part 
of the city remember that the .lev, s 
here preserve the old cu->toin«, the love 
and respect of the child for the- par- 
ents and the icncration of the ciders. 
And, 
you of this part of the town who 


suspect those in other -nalks of life 
because of their apparent indiff- rence

Wall street, manipulator of stocks and 
bonds, molder of gigantic corporations 
and master of trusts, has found time 
ttud opportunity 10 hurl Purihmu ar- 
rows at the American game of draw 
poker, says the New York World. Mr. 
Morgan does not believe in poker. He 
thinks it un-American. He believes 
that it should be abolished. The man 
who called it our typical national game 
should be shot 


Up in the club region of New York, 


along upper Broadway and Fifth ave- 
nue, 
poker still rages. It still exists 


In Canfield's and Daly's. It still holds 
forth in the Metropolitan club, of 
which Mr. Morgan is a member, aud 
In the Union, the New York and the 
Knickerbocker and many other ultra 
wealthy and ultra fashionable clubs. 


Mr. Morgan is quoted thus in Har- 


per's Weekly: 


"While idling upon the deck of an 


ocean steamship recently the attention 
of a group of voyagers, comprising sev- 
eral prominent Americans and two 
English baronets, was directed to the 
fact that no less than a dozen passen- 
gers were deeply engrossed in books 
relating to bridge whist whereupon 
the merits of that fascinating game 
were discussed and differing answers 
made to the question as to whether it 
would retain by virtue of inherent 
worth its present extraordinary popu- 
larity. The most Interesting point 
however, was reached when Sir Ed- 
ward Colebrooke wondered whether it 
was quite patriotic for Americans to 
dislodge their famous national game. 
'Meaning draw poker?' ejaculated Mr. 
Morgan. 


'That is not' a game characteristic 


of the American people. It never was. 
It never will be. It is a bad game. It 
is based upon a lie. The man who has 
the greatest capacity for deceit wins. 
To become a strong player he studies 
to develop the most ignoble and most 
un-American faculty. The effect upon 
boys is to make them think deceit and 
bluff are smart and essential to success 
In work as well as in play. It is an 
Iniquitous game and ought to be abol- 
ished. Nothing could be more foreign 
to American ideas. The man who la- 
beled it our typical national game 
ought to be shot I never heard it re- 
ferred to by that term without wanting 
to shoot him.*" 


The fact that' Mr. Morgan ignored 


bridge whist and jumped on the game 
of draw poker so forcibly has aroused 
the ire of almost every exponent of the 
fascinating game in greater New York. 


"Morgan is a gambler and gambles 


on sure things," said John Kelly, one 
of the "square"- card experts, the other 
evening. "There is no more deceit in 
draw poker than there is in rigging the 
stock market Give me as much money 
as Morgan has made in Wall street, 
and I'll call golf a devil's game and 
pingpong a crime." As far as could be 
ascertained, it is the consensus of opin- 
ion among the men who play poker, 
both for profit and pastime, that there 
is no more iniquity in a full hand at 
poker than there is in a "cinch" hand 
at bridge whist. 


In fact one of the principal profes- 


sional card men in New York, whose 
opinion is quoted below, claims that 
bridge whist is a far more dangerous 
game than poker and that if it were as 
generally known there would be no 
comparison in the matter of swindliug. 
One or two of the Tenderloin card ex- 
perts pointed to the fact that in the 
formation of the steel trust Mr. Mor- 
gan, after filling his hand and opening 
the steel jackpot practically said to 
the outside Companies: "Tbe pot is 
open. If you come in, you have a 
chance to hold your property. If not 
you are very likely to hud yourselves 
frozen out." 


The other night there was poker play- 


ing at many of the fashionable up- 
town clubs in New York where the 
ante was $1 and the limit a brown- 
stone front It is said that Mr. Mor- 
gan never Indulges in these or any oth- 
er games of chance. 


Wall street men who have succeeded 


in a small way were disposed to laugh 
at Mr. Morgan's onslaught on poker 
playing. 


"Just like Morgan," said a member 


ones | of the Stock Exchange. "He has kept 


us all sweating here for months at a 
time, while he has been doing the mole 
act under our very noses. He digs 
away down and gets his full hand and 
then goes to work and calls upon ua 
for a settlement What is that but the 
worst kind of poker? No man can 
beat Wall street in the open unless be 
plays poker. 


"Morgan has played financial poker 


ever since he sprouted whiskers, and 
now he can afford to stand up and 
preach against cards to an awestricken 
world. Of course he has worked hard; 
so does the man with the full hand, 
but never at any time since he spread 
his financial sails has Morgan stood a 
chance to lose." 


George Considine, the bookmaker 


and owner of the Metropole hotel, 
agrees with Mr. Morgan. He said: 


"Mr. Morgan is right Draw poker 


is a deceitful game. The meanest per- 


tion of time when bridge will take the 
place of poker. 


"It is not always deceitful to win. 


To be a good poker player a niuu must 
be a judge of human nature. Soiau of 
our best people play pokw. They do 
nothing dishonest; they simply enjoy 
the game. Mike Kelly was one of our 
greatest ball players, but bet a use he 
was a cunning player is no reason why 
he should be called deceitful, u... \Vas 
simply smarter than his opp >nimt." 


"Bat" Mastereon, the wtst-'m sport- 


ing man and former town uuii-shal. 
said: "I must take issue with Mr. Mor- 
gan. If draw poker is not an American 
game, what is it? 
If an American 


doesn't employ deceit to soil a gold 
brick, who does? jr. Pierpont Morjrati 
is not an exception. 
Most gamblers 


start out by learning the gan.e of draw 
poJc«»r. To p.'ny polrer fV" 
f-:!!v re 


quires a man of steady none, who i 
full of resources and has an activi 
brain. If you haven't got them, keep 
out of poker. It is essentially .in Amer 
ican game. I never met a foreigner 
who could play poker unless he learnet 
it here." 


Tom O'Rourke, who owns tho Dela 


van and backs prizefighters, said: 


"Where can you find a more deceitfu 


game than Mr. Morgan's? He will sel 
you out overnight and never gi\ e you a 
cent Go into any gambling bouse you 
like and play the limit and if you lose 
little or much you can ahvajs get a 
stake when you're cleaned out. Trj 
Mr. Morgan's Wall street game, and if 
you're down and out no one will help 
you." 


Dick Bernard, a brother of Sam Ber 


nard, the comedian, and a poker player 
who "bets 'em as high as a cat's back' 
when .he is once started, said he had 
played draw for twenty-six years anc 
never expected to abandon it for 
bridge. He said: 


"It would be an awful thing to con- 


tradict Mr. Morgan, who threatens to 
shoot but I don't believe he evei 
played poker. Mr. Morgan is timid. He 
doesn't play because there is a chance 
to lose. He only riska^ his money on 
sure things. Poker tests the nerve of 
a man. It is truly an American game 
and one of our most cherished institu- 
tions as well as a popular amusement 
Bridge whist will never take the place 
of draw." 


Colonel Lou Betts of the "Home So- 


cial club" in New York and the loser 
in the recent sensational $5,000 freeze- 
out, which lasted from Friday night 
until Sunday morning, took issue with 
Mr. Morgan and said poker will never 
be superseded by bridge whist or any 
other game in the United States.

Secretary Wllion Plan* For Produc- 


ing Foreign Products. 


Secretary Wilson in a signed article 


written for the Washington Evening 
Times explains what the agricultural 
department is doing to aid American 
progress in agriculture and for the gen- 
eral development of the country. In 
proof of the work being done the sec- 
retary cites the following facts: 


Four or five years ago we raised 25 


per cent of the rice we used. The 
Dingley law imposed a heavy tariff, 
and our rice was not suited to our re- 
quirements. It was soft. We sent a 
southern man to China to hunt for 
what we wanted. He found a flinty, 
clump rice, and this year we shall sup- 
ply the home demand. We shall have 
our own rice this year, and those gen- 
tlemen who sent rice to the Danish 
West Indies in hope that the United 
States would buy the islands will find 
that we have enough without their 
stock. 


We have been paying' §8,000,000 a 


year for macaroni from Italy, and it 
"was not of a very tempting quality at 
that. We will raise 2,000,000 bushels 
of macaroni wheat this year. We ex- 
pect to develop this crop until we add 
$20,000,000 value annually to our 
wheat crop. Macaroni wheat will 
grow in ten inches of rainfall. It is 
particularly suited to the "western 
states as far west as the one hundredth 
meridian. 


We have Just received a consign- 


ment of hard wheats from the valley 
of the Tigris river. We have found 
an early date palm from the same 
valley which we have planted Jn Phe- 
nix, Ariz., by the side of a date palm 
lately brought from north Africa. 


We are also improving the maize 


crop. 
There is a great demand for 


hominy corn as well as for vi%ieties 
rich in oil. Over $18,000 worth of 
corn oil has been sold this year. 
It 


promises to become a great industry. 
We also have several new varieties of 
sugar corn for canning purposes.
